Board squabbles 
over statement 
for oil hearing

County Reporter 
The county’s presentation on the 
Exxon Co. oil drilling proposals in 
the western Santa Barbara Channel 
before Interior Department officials 
was thrown into confusion late 
Monday. 


The Board of Supervisors voted 4- 
1 to have the three South Coast 
supervisors on the five-man board 
draw up a joint statement reflecting 
their views, rather than approve a 
hardline statement by Supervisor 
James 
M. 
Slater 
condemning 
further channel oil drilling. 


Slater had been designated by a 4- 
1 vote Aug. 30 to be the county’s 
spokesman at the three-day hearing 
to open Tuesday morning at the 
Lobero Theatre. But it was also 
specified his statement was to be 
submitted for approval or revision 
by the board. 
North county supervisors Francis 
H. Beattie, board chairman, and 
Curtis Tunnell, took exception to 
some of Slater’s statements, drawn 
up with aid of the county counsel’s 
office. They claimed “ inaccuracies 
and misstatements.” 
Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin 
said he was “ in accord with the 
general philosophy” but felt some 
issues “ were a bit overstated.” 
Tunnell then proposed the three 
South 
Coast 
supervisors 
get 
together and submit a statement on 
their own behalf, leaving out the 
north county pair. This was agreed 
to by Catterlin and Supervisor 
Frank J. Frost, but not Slater. 
Slater indicated later he wanted to 


read the statement he had drafted 
before the hearing 
Slater and Beattie engaged in 
some verbal jousting at one point, 
after the Lompoc supervisor said he 
felt the statement was “ cleverly put 
together by a couple of lawyers.” 
He evidently was referring to Slater 
and Marvin Levine, the county’s oil 
litigation expert, and a deputy 
counsel 
“ I meant exactly that — there are 
untruths and 
misstatements,’’ 
reiterated Beattie. 
Frost, who 
like 
Slater 
is 
vehemently 
against 
further 
oil 
drilling in the channel, seemed to 
feel it was better to have a new joint 
statement drafted giving the views 
of all South Coast supervisors rather 
than have no statement at all come 
from the county rulers. 
In the past, the county counsel’s 
office, following board policy, has 
reiterated county opposition to new 
drilling ventures in the offshore 
areas, 
with 
Tunnell 
alone 
expressing strong objections. 
, 
But now chairman Beattie, in the 
eyes of observers, is more openly 
for oil development in the channel. 
He said Monday he had taken the 
position oil drilling should be halted 
until it could proceed with safety in 
the channel. 
Slater’s proposed statement had 
been designated on behalf of 
the 
county and said the present board 
opposes Exxon’s plan and “ this 
coincides with prior board action on 
other proposals to develop offshore 
oil resources in the channel.”

Love said the allocation programs 
for heating oil would be directed 
primarily at “ middle distillate” 
fuels such as kerosene, jet fuel and 
diesel oil. 


Morton 
said 
the 
severity

shortages would depend on the 
severity of the winter. 


“ This program will in no way 
generate a greater supply,” Morton 
said. “ It is to spread discomfort out 
and we think we can spread it out 
so 
thinly 
it 
will 
not 
have 
a 
significant effect on the economy or 
lifestyle.” 


Farm 
benefit bill 
vetoed

Ronald Reagan, warning of higher 
food prices, today vetoed legislation 
supported 
by Cesar Chavez 
to 
extend unemployment benefits to 
225,000 farm workers. 
Reagan said enactment of the bill 
by Assemblyman Jack Fenton, D- 
Montebello, “ would have the effect 
of 
increasing 
food 
prices 
for 
California consumers.” 
The governor last year vetoed a 
nearly identical measure which also 
was supported by Chavez and the 
California Labor Federation, AFL- 
CIO. At that time, he said California 
should await enactment of a federal 
unemployment insurance program 
for farm laborers. 
In 
his 
latest 
veto 
message, 
Reagan said representatives of his 
administration had urged passage of 
a national unemployment insurance 
program but “ unfortunately, the 
Congress has not acted.” 
Under the measure (AB255), farm 
workers in California would have 
received the same maximum 175 a 
week in jobless benefits for up to 26 
weeks as those now provided to 
other segments of industry.

Transcripts from Ehrlichman s 
June appearance before the grand 
jury were released under provisions 
of a court order that the testimony 
could be made public 10 days after 
the arraignment of the defendants 
indicted 
in 
connection with the 
break-in. 
G. Gordon Liddy, the last to be 
arraigned, appeared in court two 
weeks ago. Also indicted were 
Ehrlichman and two other former 
White House officials, Egil Krogh 
and

Young 
The 
government charges that 
Krogh and 
Young directed the 
Ellsberg operation, including the 
break-m at the offices of Dr. Louis

Astronauts reveal space spats 


HOUSTON (UPI) - The askylab 2 
astronauts said today they had a few short 
space spats during their two months in 
earth orbit. 
‘‘I noticed in our 60 days a couple of 
times we tended to get a little bit sharp 
with one another, 
said mission com­ 
mander Alan L. Bean, who, with Owen K. 
Garriott and Jack R Lousma, held their 
first news conference since returning Sept. 
25 from man’s longest space flight. 
“ It would kind of build up over three or 
four days,” Bean said. “ It would always 
reach a climax where we would fuss with 
each other a little bit and then that would 
be the end of it. 
“ It was nothing of any significance, but it 
was observable,” Bean said “ When you’re 
with guys 18 hours a day, you’re bound to 
rub one another from time to time.” 
But the astronauts said their small spats 


did not affect their morale or hurt their 
friendship 


“ We never lost our desire to work hard,” 
said Lousma, who still looked a little pale 
as the pilots continued their readaption to 
earth gravity. “ We were always motivated 


to get the maximum out of ourselves and 
out of the equipment. We really never 
experienced a loss of morale or a 
degradation of attitude.”

opportunity today to begin planning for 
another

duration 
flight, 
quite 
truthfully I could not pick another pair of 
men with whom I would enjoy that trip 


anymore than Jack or Al. 1 think we 
understand and know each other much 
better today than we would have two and a 
half months ago.”

County consolidates 
fire communications 


Lompoc Valley residents calling the county fire station 
on Burton Mesa Blvd. may be surprised to find out that 
starting yesterday a dispatcher in Santa Maria will be 
answering the calls. 
County fire department officials said yesterday from now 
on all business and emergency calls for any of the five 
command stations in the northern part of the county will go 
through the Santa Maria headquarters. 
The consolidation of communications into one centralized 
location is expected to increase the efficiency of the fire 
department operation, as well as free more firefighters to 
fight fires. A crew of civilian dispatchers has been hired to 
handle the job in Santa Maria. 
A fire department spokesman said the major problem 
expected to arise out of the change is educating the public 
to the fact that in making calls they will no longer be 
talking to someone who knows the area. Consequently a 
caller must remember to give specific details as to the 
location of a fire. 
"People won’t be able to call up and say There’s a fire on 
such-and-such a ranch, hurry’ and then hang up,” the 
official said. The dispatcher in Santa Maria may not know 
what part of the county that particular ranch is in. 
Officials say the routing of communications traffic 
through the Santa Maria office will not effect the response 
of fire equipment. They want to assure people fire fighters 
will be able to respond to calls as quickly as ever — as long 
as sufficient details as to location are given. 
There will be no change in the telephone number for 
persons making business or emergency calls from this 
area. It will remain 733-3584. 


Informer sues IRS 
for $1.7 million 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - Mafia informer Gerald M. 
Zelmanowitz sued the Internal Revenue Service Monday 
for trying to collect $1.7 million in taxes for the years he 
took part in tunneling money to organized crime. 
His wife, Lillian, also sued over the back tax claim, 
demanding the return of seized property and damages of 
$139,000. 
The suits, filed in U.S. District Court, said the claim by 
the IRS was based on 1963 to 1968 activities when Zelmano­ 
witz was a “ laundryman” for the Mafia, taking money 
abroad to buy stocks and funneling the money back to the 
underworld. 
Zelmanowitz later testified against Mafia leaders in New 
Jersey and helped send them to jail. He was given a fresh 
start by the government and moved to San Francisco as 
“ Paul Maris.” 
His suit said the $1.7 million lien was filed against him 
before he appeared as a witness in the New Jersey case and 
was based on the money transactions he had handled for the 
Mafia.

Earlier, J. D. 
Bullock, Exxon’s western division 
production chief, said his company feels it is reasonable 
that more than one billion barrels of oil appear to be 
recoverable from the Santa Ynez unit area in the channel. 
He quoted the U.S. Geological Survey as estimating that 
from 700 million to 1.1- billion barrels might be 
recoverable, and “ this seems not unreasonable” to Exxon. 
The estimated total reserve in the combined leaseholds of 
Exxon and other companies pooling their resources in the 
giant venture is seen at from "three to five billion barrels” 
by some sources, Bullock showed 
Bullock claimed the drilling operations in up to 850 feet of 
water would be somewhat remote from urban areas such as 
Santa Barbara 
A 900-foot high jacket- type platform is planned on a lease 
area 23 miles west of Santa Barbara and more than five 
miles at sea, he showed The easternmost portion of the 
lease is some 20 miles west of Santa Barbara and stretches 
from Gaviota area to south of Pt. Conception along the 
whole shoreline of the former Hollister Ranch now being 
subdivided into large second home tracts. 
Onshore processing facilities in a canyon area behind the 
old Capitan oilfield, and use of a marine terminal 
somewhat opposite the drilling platform are also planned. 
Exxon acquired 1,500 acres for its onshore site. 
Bullock conceded that Exxon’s proposed venture from a 


platform is in water twice as deep as conducted previously 
from a platform, but added his company has confidence it 
has evolved safety techniques and spill recovery devices 
sufficient to protect the marine environment. 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost at one point challenged 
Bultock’s contentions Exxon company has a clean record 
He pointed to a reported 10,000 gallon oil spill from an 
Exxon facility last week at Wilmington, Calif. 
Bullock explained the spill was from a water injection 
unit and claimed reports were exaggerated and much fresh 
water had spilled instead 
Bullock stressed Exxon is not planning to utilize its new 
submerged production system in the Santa Barbara 
Channel until it is tested and "proven” in production tests 
in the Gulf of Mexico next year. 
In reply to further questions from Supervisors Frost and 
Supervisor Slater, Bullock declared that his company does 
not plan at this time to send any of its channel oil 
production to Japan He also said he was not in a position to 
speculate whether his company might want to trade in its 
channel lease for Elk Hills reserve oil if the federal 
government opened the Elk Hills Naval Patroleum Reserve 
field in inland California. 
Forty-four exploratory wells have been drilled in the 
Santa Ynez unit leasehold area without incident, declared 
Bullock. He said he felt Exxon had a “ reputation for paying 
reasonable damages” when asked by Slater if the company 
would accept "absolute liability” for an oil spill.

In times when wool had t< 
be carded and linen thread 
spun from flax cloth was a 
precious commodity seldom 
discarded bv colonial women 


It was a time when simple 
homes were heated in the 
winter by a fireplace and 
warm bedcover mgs were an 
absolute necessity 


Originally these coverings 
were two sheets of linen sewn 
together and padded with 
wool As the cloth grew thin 
with use, small, irregularly 
shaped patches were applied 
to renew the life of the « over 
The housewife used whatever 
scrap was available, without 
thought to pattern or color 
Over the years, the base fab 
ric might completely disap 
pear under a profusion of 
patches 


This was the beginning of a 
completely American innova­ 
tion. the Crazy Quilt 


It wasn’t long before the 
practical and thrifty house 
wife began sewing together 
small squares of leftover 
materials as a covering for 
the wool or cotton padding 
These squares were put to­ 
gether without creative de­ 
sign Later, colors would be 
sorted and sewn together in 
strips or checkerboard pat­ 
terns.

Amateur code probed 
at Olympic Congress 


VARNA, Bulgaria (UPI) — The definition of amateurism, an issue which 
has always dogged the Olympic movement, today set up a head-on clash 
among delegates at the 10th Olympic Congress. 
On the one side were some international sports federations and their 
supporters on the International Olympic Committee who favor an almost 
semi-professional rule, and on the other the remaining sports federations 
and their supporters who believe a relaxation of the amateur code would 
spell the end of the Olympic movement. 


The International Ski Federation (FIS) has brought matters to a head by 
submitting a proposal which would allow Olympic competitors to be paid 
for any loss of income incurred while they practice their sport. 
The proposal sets down four basic principles to govern the Olympic rules: 
—The right of the international federations to decide the duration of the 
training periods of their active competitors. 
—The right of the international federations to establish the compensation 
for the loss of a competitor’s income. 
—The lone right of the international federations to establish regulations 
under which any scholarships may be granted to competitors. 
—The lone right of the international federations to establish regulations 
for exploitation for advertising purposes of competitors’ names, pictures 
and sports performances. 
Paavo Nurmi dead at 76 


H ELSIN KI 
(UPI) 
- 
Paavo 
Nurmi, one of the world’s first great 
long distance runners and greatest 
of all Finnish sportsmen, died today 
in Helsinki, the Finnish radio said 
He was 76. 
A middle distance runner, Nurmi 
won seven gold and three silver 
medals in three Olympic games and 
smashed 20 official world records 
during his career. 
During his peak form in 1921-31 his 
only real competitor in the world 
was the stopwatch he always had in 
his hand during a race. 
He ran in the Olympic games in 
Antwerpen in 1920, in Paris in 1924 
and in Amsterdam in 1928. In Paris 
he scored his biggest triumphs 
winning four gold medals. 
Nurmi, known as the Flying Finn, 


was the running sensation of the 
1920s and was one of the world’s 
great drawing cards as he shattered 
world records. Nurmi won the 1,500 
and 5,000-meter events at the 1924 
Olym pics 
and 
broke 
into 
international promincence with a 
sensational performance at Madison 
Square Garden on Jan. 7,1925 


With 
8,000 
screaming 
fans 
jamming the Garden, Nurmi set 
world records for 5,000 and 1,500 
meters and became a national hero 
in the U.S. 


Running as many as five nights a 
week, Nurmi drew capacity crowds 
wherever he went and turned in 
another spectacular performance on 
Feb. 14.1925 


The evil of TV football

NEW YORK - (NEA) - Unquestionably, two of the gra­ 
vest problems of the day are inflation and television football. 
It may come as a surprise to some that there is a connection 
between the two. 
Of course, it may not come as a surprise to some others. 
But those fans who consider inflation the thing that gets a 
football in working order, may be dropped from this discus­ 
sion. 
To black out or not to black out. that is one of the ques­ 
tions President Nixon chose to recommend that National 
Football League games not be blacked out locally when they 
are shown nationally, and when there is a sell-out crowd as­ 
sured at least 72 hours before kickoff. 
Even a president, for heaven's sake, enjoys watching his 
home team at his home. 
Inflation has to do with spending more money and getting 
less value, like buying a steak nowadays or paying $15 bucks 
for a seat in the corner of a football stadium in the rain to 
watch grown men jump upon each other. 
Now. what does football on TV have to do with intlation 
This: television football is responsible for inflation in this 
country today. Why? Simply because football in general and 
football on TV in particular have escalated prices. 
The three networks pay about $50 million a year to the 
NFL for TV rights. (This sum is about as much as the entire 
budget to run the executive office of the President.) Where 
does television get this sensational lump of dough9 From 
advertisers. Millions and millions from advertisers 
The Ford and Chrysler companies, the two biggest of the 
65 football advertisers, pay over $5 million each to crow 
about their products during timeouts on TV Other sponsors 
include more of the biggest industries and businesses in the 
United States. And they must pay increasing rates as foot­ 
ball popularity rises. 
Therefore, one may easily see the national scope and pow­ 
er of the advertisers, who may pay $76.000 a minute, as they 
do on ABC. 
And where do the advertisers get this money'1 From their 
employes. That is. they don't pay their employes more in 
salary in order to save that buck for the Roone Arledge-Pete 
Rozeile-Joe Namath syndrome So what happens0 Well, take 
Chrysler. We just saw'that the employes there struck 


Okay, so Chrysler has to cave in for more money. So ev­ 
eryone, from farmers to greengrocers, sees the kind of pecu­ 
niary game the NFL plays, and reruns it in their fashion 
They raise their prices Soon, the Chrysler raise means noth­ 
ing

The fishing was on the very quiet side locally last 
week Albacore are still some 50 miles out, but the weather 
in the fishing area has been bad Boats have set out, but in 
some cases have been almost blown back! Seems that when 
the weather is fine, the long fins are not in a catching mood, 
but when the weather acts up. they get hungry 
The salmon are just not biting to amount to anything, 
even the commercials are not doing well The average 
fisherman, after a few perfunctory runs and no result, goes 
to bottom fishing, where he is practically sure of a limit of 
just as good eating fish 
A few white sea bass were also brought in, but the run 
seems to be slowing up. 
John Wilson’s “ A B.C.” has been mostly bottom fishing, 
with several charters for both salmon and rock fish John 
figures the salmon are taking a vacation before the fall run 
sets in. 
Two boats are still running for albacore from Port San 
Luis Sports-fishing, with a dialy boat going out at 7 a.m. for 
bottom fish, to the Purissima area 
The SEA Landing at Santa Barbara is offering a special 
rate of half-fare when accompanied by one full-price ticket. 
The boats are fishing Santa Rosa and San Miguel Islands 
areas, where the big bass are hitting 


NEW LEASE 
The DFG has been assured continued operation of its 
Marine Culture Laboratory with the execution of a lease on 
the site south of Carmel. The 4Vi acre site at Granite 
Canyon was turned over to the National Marine Fisheries 
Service by the Navy, and then leased back to the DFG. 
Objectives of the mariculture research and development 
program are to develop, refine, and test methods for mass 
culture of species to augment commerical fisheries, and to 
develop a disease resistant strain of Pacific oyster.

Cachuma reports that catfishing is the center of attraction. 
A few trout taken trolling deep water. 
Nacimiento Lake reports white bass are being taken in 
fair numbers in the Snake Creek area. Some black bass 
fishing in deep water with jigs and plastic worms. 
Catfishing good in most any shallow areas, with anchovies a 
good bait. Apparently they are not going for the “stink 
bait of Limburger cheese and brains. 
More than half a million golden trout are now being 
stocked by the DFG in 214 mountain lakes from Inyo to 
Frinity County. In a series of 11 flights in the specially 
equipped twin engine plane, trout are being dropped from 
the low flying aircraft into lakes which would be difficult to 
stock by any other method. Because of their small size, and 
the §hort distance they have to fall, the fish are not injured, 
and will survive in the lakes to grow into catchable fish. 
The golden trout were hatched from 842,000 eggs taken at 
DFG trout spawning station at the 11,000 elevation 
Cottonwood Lakes. Golden trout, the state fish of 
California, are stocked only in the high elevation lakes, 
their native habitat. The fishing pressure there is light, and 
no other strain of trout is present.

And then the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration was born on October 
1, 1958.

NASA, as the agency is commonly 
known, has built a massive complex of 
research centers, 
test 
and 
launch 
facilities, and a world-wide tracking and 
telemetry network so vital to the success 
of its programs. Powerful transportation 
systems 
and 
increasingly 
complex 
spacecraft have been developed to enable 
man to function in the hostile space 
environment and on the lunar surface 
250,000 miles from Earth. 
A reflection on the growth and success of

And the next 15 years and beyond are 
certain to chalk up additional successes 
that will benefit all of mankind.

and facilities. 
In 1975, U.S. astronauts will exchange 
visits in space with Russian cosmonauts 
alter their spacecraft dock during the 
Apollo Soyuz test project.

representing Richard Nixon, to Asia 
and Europe But it is true that his 
concentration has been on state 
affairs, and if he turned to foreign 
affairs, particularly if Mr. Nixon’s 
detentes go sour, he will have fresh 
strengths. 
4. 
Nelson 
Rockefeller is the 
insiders’ favorite. Once again there 
are all the obvious reasons, and it is 
at 
this 
stage 
that 
money 
is 
extremely 
important. 
At 
the 
moment 
he faces 
the question 
whether to run again for governor of 
New York in 1974 (New York could 
save a lot of money, including a lot 
of Rockefeller’s, by voting him 
governor for life). The argument 


based on his age tends to become 
crabby and formalistic, since he 
looks younger and crankier every 
day. The argument that he would 
split the Republican Party because 
of his truculent liberalism is largely 
dissipated by the passage of time, 
during which he has become more 
conservative. He has the great 
latent 
strength 
of 
a 
historical 
attachment to a strong American 
defense — a strong military. 
It is not in Rockefeller’s character 
to go abroad as an American 
President, make his bid for a 
particular policy, and be denied on 
the grounds that his military could 
not support him It is as if he went to 
Tiffany’s and they didn’t let him 
take away a bracelet for Happy on 
the grounds that he couldn’t pay for 
it. He simply has never had the 
training for that kind of thing. 
Americans who worry genuinely 
about our deteriorating defense may 
feel that Rockefeller is the man who 
could most surely beat a dissipated 
Democrat bent on giving up our 
military in return for a hotter free 
lunch.

When Henry Clay declared on the 
floor of the United States Senate “ I 
had 
rather 
be 
right 
than 
be 
president he was placing honor and 
principle above ambition 
It was ironic that Clay’s now 
famous 
words were uttered 
in 
connection 
with 
what 
became 
known as the Compromise of 1850. 
But then, unlike what seems to be 
the 
predominant 
case 
with 
politicians 
today, 
one 
might 
compromise on issues but not on 
personal principles. 
What brings this to point now is 
the uncompromising position taken 
by Senator George Moscone, The 
San Francisco senator, an outspoken 
foe of capital punishment, aspires to 
be governor. But, as heavy as that 
ambition may weigh upon him, he 
has taken the adamant stand that, if 
elected governor, he would refuse to 
impose the death penalty. 


In 
view 
of 
the 
expressed 
determination for the death penalty 
by the overwhelming majority of 
Californians, 
Moscone’s 
attitude 
seems almost certain to eliminate 
him from serious consideration in 
next 
y e a r ’s 
gubernatorial 
sweepstakes. 


It 
has 
been 
suggested 
that 
Moscone’s 
declaration 
was 
a 
deliberate 
ploy 
to 
rally 
the 
electorate that voted against the 


death penalty on last year’s ballot. 
The thinking is that, with six 
announced candidates already in the 
field, the solid support of death 
penalty opponents would tilt the 
primary in Moscone’s favor. 
This contention might hold water 
but for the fact two of the other 
candidates, Speaker Bob Moretti, 
and Secretary of State Edmund G. 
Brown, Jr., are also on record as 
being 
strongly 
against 
capital 
punishment. And junior Brown, so 
far, is a front runner. 


As sinewy as Moretti’s sentiments 
may be, he backed off when public 
pressure was turned on full blast. 
Moretti had stacked the Assembly 
( riminal Justice Committee with 
the intent of blocking any measure 
implementing the imposition of the 
death penalty for which the people 
had voted last November. But as 
public arousal accelerated it was 
Moretti who called the committee 
into his office and insisted the bill be 
sent to the floor where it was 
foregone it would pass. 


While Moscone has made it clear 
that under similar circumstances he 
would not have yielded, his avowal 
that as governor he would commute 
all death sentences is probably an 
overstatement. 
Moscone 
is 
an 
attorney. 
As 
sincere and deep as his feelings on 


the issue are, he has a respect for 
the law Opposing a legislative bill is 
one thing but for a chief executive to 
flout the law is quite another. If he 
were elected governor he would be 
confronted with obeying the law or 
resigning Failing either he would 
risk impeachment or recall. All it 
would take is the commutation of 
one 
person 
convicted 
of 
an 
exceptionally heinous murder. 
When Edmund G. "Pat” Brown 
was governor he faced the problem 
in the Chessman case. Brown was 
deeply 
opposed 
to 
capital 
punishment. Chessman's crimes, 
although heinous, had stopped short 
of murder. Even so, public feeling 
was intense. Brown struggled with 
the clemency issue. His popularity 
sunk to an all time low. But his 
training as a lawyer, his experience 
as a district attorney and attorney 
general, 
precluded 
him 
from 
granting a commutation. 
With the foreknowledge of the 
public’s 
position 
on 
capital 
punishment one would assume not 
only Moscone's chances for election 
as governor have become nil but so, 
too, 
are 
junior 
Brown’s 
and 
Moretti’s. 
Yet 
Californians are 
notably unpredictable. They turned 
back 
Richard 
Nixon’s 
bid 
for 
governor despite their fury at "Pat” 
Brown’s firm opposition to capital 
punishment. 
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Second time around 


The term, 
"Solar House” as 
everyone knows refers to a house
